WHO SHALL MAN OUR SHIPS? 

Admiral Palmer’s statement to the house com- 
mittee on naval! affairs challenges the government 
and the nation. He asserts, and backs his asser- 
tion with facts, that want of discipline among mer- 
ehant crews has caused unnecessary loss, and he 
demands that the navy be given control at least 
of this feature of our shipping problem. 

The situation is in brief this: When merchant 
ships are attacked the discfplined gun crews stand 
fast, the undisciplined civilian crews go over the 
rail or otherwise desert their duty. He gives in- 
stance after instance. We can add from our own 
sources of information another conspicuous case, 
that of the Antilles. When that ship was struck 
the crew jumped overboard at once, but the gun 
grew, made up of boys from the Great Lakes 
station at Lake Bluff and others of similar train- 
“ing, stood to the guns until the water had almost 
“reached them. Only when they were ordered by 

their officer did they leave their guns. 

This is not the difference between men and 
cowards. It is the difference shown alwayr in 
war between the disciplined man and the un- 
disciplined. 

Admiral Palmer explains, and it is a fact well 
known, that the proposal made early in the war 
to man our ships during the war with trained 
crews under naval or military discipline has been 
successfully opposed by labor union influence. We 
can easily understand this objection. Enlisted men 
or men under naval or military discipline are ‘out 
of union control. Their fealty is to the national 
Service. But natural as this objection may be, 
we think the government should overrule it, and 
if it still refuses to do so the people should de- 
mand that it do so and demand in such terms as 
cannot be refused. 3 

Tue Tripune has favored the most liberql treat- 
ment of labor by the gavernment. It has said in 
plain terms that labor, and especially organized 
labor, be given recognition and representation in 
ihe highest places of our war organization. If 
the proposed war cabinet is formed, Tun Trisvuny 
would urge that some representatife labor leader, 
like Mr. Gompers, should be given a place in that 
body. 

But Tun Triscne does not favor the protection 
of the special interests of organized labor when it 
endangers the lives of the men who are going to 
fight for the flag or when it endangers shipping 


— 


which, as we all know, ts already insufficient for 


war needs and without which the national cause 
will be lost. 

It was proposed and urged by responsible offi- 
als that men sufficient to man our merchant 
shipping be enlisted in class four of the naval re- 
serve, that they be given training at such camps 
as Gréat Lakes and be placed upon our merchant 
ships under naval command. Only in some such 
manner can we assure ourselves that ships and 
ives will not be sacrificed. The report of Admira! 
Paimer on the presence of enemy aliens, on our 
merchant ships, although they have been excluded 
from munition plants, shows only one phase of the 
problem. The broad question is one of disciplined 
Versus undisciplined crews at a time and in a 
service involving constant and unusual dangers 
with which only discipline can cope.
